It require* 
no little ingenuity to devise and carry, 
out such carefully apportioned discrim- 
inated and discriminating punishments. 
But it cau be done; and its doing has 
this recommendation, that once doue it 
is done once for all. 


A child taught on this plan is taught; 


not trained. With patience and a per- 
sistent use of arbitrary rewards and 
penalties any young animal can be 
trained to do and not to do a surpris- 
ingly large number of things; to obey 
commands instantaneously and to rec- 
ognize his master and trainer as master 
on all occasions. The instant and tech- 
nical obedience to commands, which 
seems to be with many parents tho sole 
thing they desire to secure and receive 
from their children, seems to me to be 
very much on a level with the training 
above described, and of comoarativcly 
little more worth. 


There are many simple and natural 


punishments which it is easy to explain 
to a child—even to a very young child; 
and, 
so doing, to so enforce the natural 


law on which they are based that he 
will before long understand it as well 
as he understands that water will make 
him wet. For instance, if ho is disor- 
derly, and persists in leaving his play- 
things in great confusion about tfie 
house, leaves his knife, slate, pencil, 
carelessly where they arc exposed to 
being lost, take things so left away 
from him and hide them. Deprive him 
of them at first for a short interval of 
time; if this does not answer, then for 
a longer one; and if he still persists in 
the bad habit, warn him that they will 
be taken away and given to some other 
child for good and all. This is what 
liappona.tqcrowu.-up people if they are 
careless ana disorderly: • ~U'helr UiV»B» 
arc destroyed or lost, and they have to 
go without them, often at great incon- 
venience. This is the natural, universal, 
inevitable punishment of 
disorder- 


liuess, lack of 
system and care- 


taking. If it should so happen that a 
child, persistently disorderly, were to 
some day lose a much desired trip or 
excursion, and bo obliged to stay in- 
doors all day because ho could not find 
his boots, or cap, or coat, it would bo a 
lesson worth a hundred sermons, and 
all other sorts of punishments put to- 
gether. 


If a child is ill-natured, fretful, cross, 


few things work so well as leaving him 
alone; not carrying him oil, or shutting 
him up, which at first sight might ap- 
pear to be the same thing, and mean as 
much to him. Not at all. That is not 
what happens to grown people who are 
ill-uatured and fretful. 
VVo go away 


from them, wo avoid their houses, we 
lot thorn alone. When a mother gath- 
ers up her work and says: "Well, dear, 
I'm going into another room! I can't 
stay in tho room with such a cross boy 
any lunger. 
Come, children, como 


away. Let's go where it is pleasantcr," 
that strikes home instantly to the child's 
love of companionship, love of appro- 
bation, sense of shame. In nine cases 
out of ton ho will bog them not to go, 
and become plcasntiter on the instant. 
If she takes him by the arm, under ar- 
rest, as it were, leads him off and shuts 
him up, it assumes instantly tho shape 
of a penalty initiated arbitrarily; ho ia 
old he is to stay in confinement "till 
e is good," anil tho chances are that 
o will immediately feel rebelliousness 


L addition to his ill-nature, and will 
ften "stuff it out" a good while in his 
olitary imprisonment, declaring that lie 
kos it. 
Those are only two instances. They 
re enough to illustrate the principle, 
owcvcr, and many more would occur 
ladily to the mind upon a little 
bought. Tho principle is as old as the 
orl'd and will last to tho end of it; nay, 
irthcr! it will last as long as human 
ouls live; it is tho key to die record of 
temity.—Cor, Christian Union,

There is no terser summing up of tho 
•vttemorlaw of natural punishments 
than in tho trite old proverb about 
"burnt children." They do "dread 
fire;" and until they have been "burnt" 
they don't know anything about "lire. 
How should they? The eye teaches 
them nothing about it except that it is 
beautiful to look at; the car, that it 
Crackles and roars like a great wiud ir 
• forest, or, in its going out, sighs and 
whispers like the breath of-a lover. To 
the chilled frame it is comfort, restora- 
tion, strength; in a myriad ways we 
must use it perpetually or the machin- 
ery of living would coine to a stop aiu 
endless miseries set in at once. Never- 
theless, if we for a single moment use 
it wrongly, let it como too close, leave 
it without check, guard, control, it do 
stroys us and our labors in an hour 
having 
once 
beon 
"burnt," 
wo 
44 dread" it the rest of our lives, and i 
wo are burnt twice it is not, unless we 
arc foolish, by our own fault. 


And in tho training of children al 


effective and truly reformatory punish 
ments must be devised and dealt on thi 
plan. It takes much more time than 
the empirical method of simply making 
sure that if a child is naughty he "sul 
fers for it" by means of blows, or otho 
cheap and hasty methods of inilictin 
abort-lived pain. If a child breaks 
law—either a natural law or a law mad 
and founded on natural reasons by 
parent—he should be caused to suffer!: 
the precise way which is the natural sc 
qneuce of the particular tyyc of offcns 
he baa committed, and would be aiway 
found by him to the end of life to be 
the .natural sequence of that type 
offense. 


This method not only takes more tim 


than tho old empirical method but
